Therefore what can be ex- 
pected from a Verſion of ſuch Authors into an 
inferior Language, but a faint Idea, rather 
than any juſt Image of their Perfections?

A Perſon of Ana- 
ereon s Character, could not chuſe but meet 
with a welcome: Reception, wherever Wit

put even of his moſt fecret Counſels. It was 


here he became enamour'd of the beaurrful 


Balbyllus, whoſe Picture he has ſo finely 
drawn in his 29th Ode; as alſo of another 
Youth nam'd Smerdias, who, Maximus Ty- 
vius tells us, was the Son of a Thracian

But Hipparchus being ſlain by the Conſpi- 
racy of Harmodius and Ariſtogiton, he re- 


turn'd to his Native Country Teos; (for after 


the Death of Cyrus, the Teians had been ſuf- 
fer d to reinhabit their City unmoleſted); here 
he remain'd till the Revolt of Hiſtiæus, on 
which Account, as Suidas tells us, he was 
oblig'd once more to fly to Abdera, where 
he was + ſtrangled with a Grape-Stone in the 
85th Year of his Age. | 

Beſides his Favourites already mention'd, 
he had ſeveral others of both Sexes ; as Me- 
giſtes, Eurypele, and Cleobulus, the laſt of 
which he celebrates in his 63d Ode. He was 


alſo very much addicted to Wine, if we may 


believe Ovid: And Pauſanias has left us the 
Deſcription of his Statue in. a drunken Po- 
ſture ; tho' whether this Imputation is not 
rather to be charg'd upon his Poetry, than 
his Perſon, may be queſtion*d ; and eſpecial- 
ly fince the moral Plato has vouchſat*d to call 
him the Wiſe Anacreon.

The following Sto WM 
ry of her, for its Oddneſs, may perhaps be not un- 
entertaining. As ſhe was once bathing in the Nile i 
(for ſhe was a Native of Naucratis, a City of Egypt) \$ 
an Eagle ſnatch'd' one of her Slippers out of the 1 
Hands of her Waiting Woman, and carrying it to 
Memphis, where the King ſat adminiſtring Juſtice 
in a publick Place of the City, drop'd-it in his Lap. 
The King was ſurpriz d at the Novelty of the Ad- 
venture, and being ſmit with the Beauty of the Slip- 
per, immediately diſpatch'd Meſſengers over the 
Country, with Orders to bring him the Woman 
with whom they ſhould find the Fellow of that 
Slipper. In ſhort, Rhodope' being found, was 
brought to the King, and made ce him Queen of 
Evypt. 

To return to Sappho, ſhe marry'd ene Cercolas, a Y 
Gentleman of great Wealth and Power in the Iſle 
of Andros, by whom ſhe had a Daughter nam'd 
Cleis; but he leaving her a Widow very young, ſhe 
would never accept of any ſecond Match; not en- 
during to confine that Paſſion to one Perſon, which, 
3 the Aneients tell us, was too violent in her to be 
ieſtrain'd even to one dex. Her Cenſures of Cha- 
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rarus, we may preſume, were _— her own Con- 
duct lay fo open to Reproof. 

A little Fragment of hers DREW? us, that two 
of her Female Favourites were call'd Athis and An- 
dromeda : The Names of the others, as deliver'd to 
us by Antiquity, - are Tele/illa, Megara, _ 
Mats, and Cyrene. 8 | 

But no one ſeems to have been the Object of her 
Admiration ſo much as the lovely Phaon. At firſt 
he was a kind of Ferryman, as 1s reported, and 
thence fabled to have carry'd Venus over the 
Stream, and to have receiv'd from her as a Reward, 
the Favour of growing the moſt beautiful Man in 
the World. 

This inconftant Lover hin withdrawn him- 
ſelf into Sicily to avoid her, ſhe took a Voyage in 
Purſuit of him, and there, and upon that Occaſion,

thoſe who Were taken-up alive, would immediately 
find.

dome write, that ſhe was the Inventreſs of the Cu- 


tom ; but Strabo tells us, that thoſe who underſtood 
Antiquity better, reported one Cephalus to have made 
the firſt deſperate Leap.

Eſteem, and were ſo ſenſible of the Glory they re-
